c< The One Idea Party.” 

Mr. Editor:—Ill names have a greater 
influence with a certain class of readers 
than they ought to have. Their applica¬ 
tion, however, is better calculated to excite 
the prejudice of the ignorant and unreflec¬ 
ting, than to exert any influence upon the 
sober and thoughtful mind. For a party 
to assume a name that is significant of its ! 
objects.and principles is fit and appropriate 
and all attempts to substitute another de- I 
signed to excite odium or contempt, is in | 
bad taste to say the least. Never perhaps 
did a party assume a designation more 
strikingly fit and applicable titan that taken ■ 
by the Liberty Party, for its object is of a 
practical character, having, in view the j 
preservation of the common liberty, if in-1 
deed it be not already lost beyond reeov- | 
erv, and the extension of that liberty to : 
every human being in the land. But our ! 
opponents are obviously nettled at the very j 
suitable designation we have assumed, and i 
endeavor with no little affected scorn to af¬ 
fix to us the designation at the head of this 
article. But with what propriety let me 
examine a moment. 

We are often spoken of ns the “ third 
party,” but we are in truth the first parly 
—the party of ’76 itEVtvr.D. That party 
like ourselves had one leading idea, and 
that was, that “ taxation and representation 
should go together’' and they stuck to this 
text to the last. Had they only have given 
up this leading principle of their “ Liberty 
Association,” as our opponents wish us to 
do, we should now for might I can see, he 
quietly reposing beneath the royal sceptre 
ofQucen Victoria. But they pertinacious¬ 
ly adhered to this •* one idea,” and in con¬ 
sequence gave King George a world of j 
trouble, just as we shall the proshivery par¬ 
ties of our titty. If the people would effect j 
any valuable and extensive inform they 
must steadily and strictly adhere to some 
lending principle or measure involved in it. 
This was the grand secret of the success 
of our revolutionary fathers, and in firmly 
adhering to the doctrine of unalienable hu¬ 
man rights we follow only in their ‘ illustri¬ 
ous footsteps.’ The principle they set up 
was so involved in the exercise of other 
und important principles that, unless sus¬ 
tained, those other principles would have 
been comparatively of little value, if in fact 
their exercise would not have been entire¬ 
ly prohibited. So with us : if we cannot 
sustain the leading principle of the Liberty 
Party—that man is not un article of prop¬ 
erty, and hence that it is the duty of the 
Federal government, in its practice, whol¬ 
ly to cease to encourage or sanction such 
a principle—we must continue to be con¬ 
trolled and governed by a despotic oligar¬ 
chy, which lias grown up with the untion, 
and which will prohibit the exercise of 
other principles, not less important and 
essential to our prosperity and honor, and 
from whose control, and disturbing influ¬ 
ence we can never escape without estab¬ 
lishing the fundamental principle (yj.yvhietf 
our enterprise rests. 

From this very brief statement, it will bo 
seen at once, that, though we insist upon 
n fundamental principle, the success and 
free exercise of'that principle involves the 
exercise of others no less essential to free¬ 
dom and the promotion of the common 
welfare, so that our views, instead of being 
bounded by a siugle idea, do in fact em¬ 
brace a multitude of others of a corVelative 
character, the exercise of which arc depeitr 
dent upon our leading principle of action. 
Our unionship, in consequence of the in¬ 
troduction into our social system of ele¬ 
ments contrary to the spirit and express 
interest of the constitution, and which are 
clearly antagonistic to all liberty and jus¬ 
tice, has become partially capsized, as the 
sailors say, and it is the object of the Lib¬ 
erty Party to place her.again in a horizon¬ 
tal position—in that position which it was 
obviously the intent of the framers of the 
constitution she should ever occupy. Sla¬ 
very has grown and extended itself to a 
degree that has utterly disappointed the 
expectations of our fathers; and can it be 
supposed that any one institution of such 
magnitude, enjoying political power, much 
more such an institution us slavery, the di¬ 
rect antagonist of liberty, can he safely 
left to exert its influence unrestrained over 
the measures andopinions of the age, with¬ 
out an effort, direet and pointed, to correct 
its false positions, and to restrain its pre¬ 
tensions and usurpations 1 If the people 
think so, they will certainly act at their 
peril, and reap to their shame and confus¬ 
ion. 

It is not so much the purpose of the Lib¬ 
erty Party to obtain power as it is to correct 
the legislation of the country, and to estab¬ 
lish the interpretation of constitutional law 
in favor of liberty and justice , from which 
it has been most wickedly tortured and 
wrenched by the controlling influence of the 
slave power during the last half century 
If its accession to power is essential to 
the security of this object, so he it. There 
will be nothing derogatory to its honor in 
such an event, so long as it maintains an 
unblinking eye upon its main purpose.— 
And if in the consummation ofits designs, 
it should be instrumental of exposing to 
the public gaze the folly and the impolicy 
of the whole slave system, and its injustice 
both to the slave as well as the free States, 
to the master as well as to the bondman, 
so as to lead the former gladly to seek its 
abolition, or the whole country s<> to amend 
tite constitution as to bring about such 
a result, so much the better; we shall not 
have labored in vain ; < H ,r object will be 
complete ; our enterprise will be perfect. 

If in carrying out this grand object, we 
are justly chargeable with being bounded 
by a single idea, it is an idea of vast mag¬ 
nitude, covering a wide field, and embra¬ 
cing in its extended scope and its ample 
fold's the common interests and the highest 
welfare of our whole country. Why then 
should we suffer it to be embarrassed by 
the intrusion of minor objects ? The gov¬ 
ernment of the country is so directly in the 
hands of the people that any palpable abuse 
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of power is too soon followed by the cor¬ 
rection of the ballot-box to render it safe 
for any one to become a delinquent; be¬ 
sides, as the governors soon become the 
governed, it would be exceedingly impru¬ 
dent and unwise not to consult their own 
interests iu common with those of -the 
community in which they live. Why then, 

1 agaiu repeat, should vve suffer a leading, 
all-controlling object to be embarrassed 
with minor ones, when the security of that 
object in the removal of a grand disturbing 
cause will inevitably open the way to a just 
and permanent regulation of minor inter¬ 
ests ? When the interests of the country 
become essentially one by the removal of 
that anti-republican and anti-Christian prin¬ 
ciple which has reduced millions of human j 
beings to the condition of tilings, we shall 
find no d fliculty to regulate our own affairs 
to suit »ur own minds. The question and 
the only question then will be, not what 
measures will best subserve the interests of 
the north, of the enst, of the west, or of 
the south, but what will best conduce to 
the highest welfare of the whole coun¬ 
try.

cessive days, and the Briiisli soldiers, who 
had in the morning been moved by the j 
piteous cries of those they carried, I saw 
in the evening so hardened by the repeti¬ 
tion of the scene, and by fatigue, as to be¬ 
come indifferent to the sufferings they oc¬ 
casioned!’ 

•It was kow the thirteenth day after the 
battle. It is impossible to conceive ‘.lit- 
tuflerings of men rudely carried at such a 
period of their wounds. When I nrst en¬ 
tered the hospital, these Frenchmen hud 
been roused and excited iu an extraordina¬ 
ry degree; and in the glance of their eyes 
there was a character of firceness which I 
never expected to witness in the human 
countenance. On the second day, the 
temporary excitement hud subsided; and 
turn which way 1 would, encountered ev- 
ety form of entreaty from those w hose con 
ditiou left no need of words to stir compas¬ 
sion: Surgeon .Major, oh! hum 1 mffir! 
Dress my wounds! do dress my wounds !— 
Doctor, l commend myself to you . Cut uff \ 
my leg! Oh! I suffer too much! And when ' 
these entreaties were unavailing, you 
might hear, in n weak, inward lone of des¬ 
pair, 1 shall die! I am a dead man! 

In the hospitals of Wilna there were left 
more than 17,000 dead and dying, frozen 
and freezing.
